London. Nov. 11.— As each day and 
ouch week of the war draws to a close - 
without a decisive action at Lndysmith, 
the probability that the Boers will risk 
an assault upon that garrison becomes 
more and more imminent. In fact it is 
claimed that the campaign seems to 
have reached a stage where it is iiIiko- 
lulely necessary for the Boers to de- 
liver a telling stroke. Unless they decide 
to do this their only alternative is to re- 
lire within their lines and strengthen 
themselves against, the impending on- 
slaught by superior numberis. 

That the latter course will he follow- 
ed without first making a determined 
attempt to oust or capture Gen. White 
seems beyond all reason, for the meth- 
odical isolation of Gen. White's force 
indicates the campaign has been care- 
fully planned anil the main objective de- 
finitely fixed. 

Even if the Boers have already discov- 
ered that they have underestimated Gen.. 
White's capabilities of resistance, it is. 
thought scarcely likely that they would 
give 1 up their expected prey without a 
desperate struggle. Not only have they 
tasted of the dangerous delights of vic- 
tory and revelled in anticipation of still 
further conquest over the main unit op- 
posing them, which alone would have a. 
great moral effect in persuading them 
to risk much against Ladysmith, but 
now it is too late for them to change 
the main objective. Mobile as are tile 
Boers they could scarcely transfer the 
body of their forces which are at pres- 
ent concentrated about Ladysmith to 
any other vulnerable British point with- 
out running the risk of encountering 
superior numbers which are daily pour- 
ing northwards. Moreover, any weaken- 
ing of the Boer force at Lndysmith 
would give Gen. White a splendid oppor- 
tunity of attacking' even against over- 
whelming odds. Ho has shown no hesi- 
tation in accepting every opening fot- 
assuming the offensive. The Boers must 
know just as well as the British mili- 
tary authorities that twenty-three trans- 
ports will arrive iu South Africa before 
November 18. They must also realize 
that their time is short, for in the present, 
emergency it is believed Gen. B'uller will 
nut wait to organize an army corps, but: 
will content himself with pushing to the 
front every available regiment he cnii 
dispose of. Hence news telling of Civil. 
Toubert's complete rout, or Ge;.\ 
White's capitulation, it is claimed, can 
hi- expected daily. It is thought Unit 
more than likely a general engagement 
believed to lie imminent will prove lo ho 
the most serious encounter o*f the war. 
If victory lies with Gen. Joubert it wilt 
be a month or more before Gen. Buller 
can dispute with him the possession of 
Natal, for while it is perfectly feasible 
to send reinforcements to Gen. White, 
it would he apparently impossible to as- 
sume the offensive were Gen. White no 
longer a military factor. The destruc- 
tion of the railroad bridge over the River 
Tugela would greatly retard progress 
even of minor reinforcements, while it " 
would much more seriously affect the 
onward march of a British force of any 
proportions. However, there is no rea- 
son to believe Ladysmith has not a good 
chance to withstand the most deter- 
mined Boer attacks. Gen. White's abil- 
ity to hold his own until now and rhe 
success which has crowned his sorties 
have done much to restore confidence in 
him. If Gen. Buller continues to send 
transports to Durban and disembark 
troops there, Gen. White wi'.il only have 
to wait about* a fortnight before he is 
reinforced, or at any rate before the re- 
inforcements create a diversion of the 
Boer force. But it is impossible to pre- 
dict when the troops will disembark on 
account of the idiosyncrasies of the 
transports, several of which have devel- 
oped a remarkable penchant for break- 
ing down or discovering after leaving 
port that their boilers or other essentia Is 
were worthless. 

Among the critics the thing most 
dreaded is tin- possibility that Gen. 
White may succumb to the pettiness id- 
personal inclination, which in the his- 
tory of the world often influenced tin- 
act ions of the greatest generals. On 
Ibis score the Naval and Military ro-

London, Nov. 11.— The day has brought 
forth mi real news and little change lias 
taken place either in Natal or on t!i 
north and northeastern frontiers of Cape 
Colony. The chief fact is the opening 
.>f the bombardment of LCiniberley on 
Tuesday by Free Stale artillery which 
proved, according to an ofllclul state- 
ment, ineffective. The Boer investment 
of Iho town, however, is said to be tight- 
ening. Skirmishes between the Kimber- 
ley mounted troops and the Boers early 
in the week resulted in severe Boer 
losses, the British force losing one killed 
and one wounded. 

Advices from Orange River confirm fh<s 
report of the l'Tce State troops advancing 
on the north of Cape Colony, hut owing 
to the retirement of the British forces 
from the borderland, no serious collision 
has yet occurred. The coming week, 
however, is certain to complete the de- 
velopments in this district. An official 
despatch recording a skirmish near Bel- 
mont in which Col. Falconer was killed, 
three other officers wounded and two 
privates slightly wounded is far from 
clear. It is not known whether Col. 
Falconer was preparing for a British 
advance or was merely endeavoring to 
ascertain the number of Boers. It is 
considered somewhat remarkable that 
four out of six casualties should have 
happened to officers and this is thought 
to need some explanation. 

The* British lost a good man in Col. 
Falconer, who was a cousin of the Earl 
of Kin tore. lie did service in the Sou- 
dan under Gen. Kitchener from the T>on- 
golu expedition to the capture of Ber- 
ber. 

Nothing lias tillered through to-day 
from Ladysmith, which everybody ex- 
poets to be the theatre of thrilling events 
during the coming week. Transports 
carrying ;{,000 British troops are already 
en route to Durb.au, having passed Cape- 
town and the Boers must strike a decis- 
ive blow at Ladysmith nor or never .

ASKED TO SURRENDED. 

C'ronjo Sent a Message to Col. Kekewicli 
Before the Firing Commenced. 

Barkeley West, Monday, Nov. 0.— A 
despatch received from Kimberley says 
Gen. Cronje sent a message to Col. 
Kekewicli calling on him to surrender 
before six in the morning, otherwise the 
town would be shelled, the women and 
children remaining at Kekewich's risk. 
The Boers, it was added, surround Kim- 
berley in great force, with heavy artil- 
lery. 



ENEMY'S DOINGS. 

Reported Movement of Boer Forces Near 
Aliwal North and Elsewhere. 

Capetown, Tuesday, Nov. 7.— It is re- 
ported that a Boer force from Smith- 
field has crossed the frontier at. Bethu- 
lie. It is estimated at -100 strong, with 
field guns. 

Latest advices are that the Boers had 
not entered Aliwal North yesterday even- 
ing, but the Bessetkraui force of liners 
was momentarily expecled.

The Transvaal contingent, which was 
expected to join the Free Staters be- 
tween Springfoiltein and Bethulie, is re- 
ported to be delayed for want of horses. 

JUST A RUMOR, 

London, Nov. 11.- There is nothing 
corroborative of the rumors from Brest 
of a disaster to a British troopship off 
the Island of Ushanl on the coast of 
Brittany. The admiralty has no knowl- 
edge of any such occurrence. 



THRICE REPULSED. 

Boers Making Little Headway in Their 
Attack on M«feking. 

Capetown, Wednesday, Nov. 8.— News 
received from Mafeking, ululated, says 
on Monday the Boers shelled the town. 
One Boer gun. it is added, was knocked 
out of action and the Boers retired. They 
were reinforced, attacked again, and 
were repulsed. 

On Tuesday they shelled Cangan Copje 
with little damage. 

On Wednesday there was a general 
attack under the cover of the artillery, 
but the burghers were repulsed by Max- 
im and Ilotchkiss gains.

But even then, 
it is admitted that no general has been 
exonorated in history merely because he 
allowed his actions to be hampered by a 
civil government) to which lit? was not 
directly responsible. Naturally there is 
a great discussion on these points. One 
of the most humane contributions to the 
controversy trenchant in its simplicity 
comes from Admiral Dowell, who writes: 
"I am a soldier and do not pretend to 
give an opinion on the merits of the case, 
though my feeling is that Gen. White has 
done a difficult duty well. Of one 
thing, apparently, there can be no doubt, 
namely, that Sir George Stewart White 
proved himself to be a gallant and chiv- 
alrous general." 

This bluff tribute offers, more than any 
criticism, the feeling of tin' nation. The 
official feeling is that Ladysmith is nut 
in as great peril as hist week, which 
emanates from the partially renewed 
confidence in Gen, White and lack of 
bad news.

the police commissioners cannot in jus- 
tice to themselves and to the department 
over which they preside undertake to 
have any other sort of an inquiry.

Speaking for the Colonist, and we think 
we can also do for the Times, we say 
that there is no disposition on the part of 
the newspapers to make public matters 
which in the interest of justice ought to 
lie kept secret. The police commission- 
ers will find the newspapers ready to co- 
operate with them in that regard. But 
there is another class of subjects which 
call for publicity, and these the Colonist

If Clay- 
ards displayed animus against Walker la- 
did wrong and deserves to be reprimand- 
ed; but even if he fell I his animus he 
would have no right to keep off the wit- 
ness stand. What the public is must 
concerned with is not whether Clayards 
conduct himself in the police court us 
a city policeman ought lo, but whether 
it is to be understood that a member of 
the police force is to stand by and see 
another testify to what he knows to he 
false and not to tell the truth when ask- 
ed about it. It may he that the com- 
missioners did nut create the impression 
which they intended to convey, but cer- 
tainly the report of their proceeding ren- 
ders the supposition possible that the 
gravamen of Clayards' offence was his 
liat contradiction of Walker. even 
though he may have been telling the 
truth iu contradicting him.

Gotting of the German ship 
Coriolimus which arrived last week to 
iond salmon at the outer wharf for Eur- 
ope, yesterday reported .for the first time 
since his arrival in part, that when some 
-i!50 miles off the Cape he sighted a dere- 
lict. It was on the evening of the 23rd 
of last month and about .9 o'-clock at 
night when he sighted the wreck and 
it was then in latitude 44:10 north and 
longitude i:S0:10 west. All that could be 
mude out in the darkness ivus i the bot- 
tom of what seemed to be a largo ves- 
»8«1. It was wooden and lay very low 
.in the water with a swell continually 
breaking over iL Further than this Capt. 
• (Jotting can not describe the derelict. 
His' vessel had a very narrow escape 
from colliding with the wreck. He had 
been off deck less than half an hour 
when the lookout sang out a warning. 
Hushing out on deck again. he had just 
time to "take in" the -situation and 
change the course of the vessel to avert 
trouble. The identity of the wreck can 
hardly be guessed at At this time of the 
year when northerly winds are frequent- 
ly met with on the ocean, it is not un- 
reasonable to suppose that the doomed 
craft is one of the derelicts heretofore 
seen on the coast carried seaward ana 
southward.

'The mill is running day and night, and 
with the rich ore which is now being put 
through the next month's clean-up will 
far exceed the present one. There is 
ore enough in sight to keep the mill 
running without delay for the next nine 
months. In the meanwhile the work of 
developing the property is being pushed 
and new ore reserves are being uncover- 
ed.
